business, or a profession, or a trade, or 
any occupation is much the, same as de- 
ciding on what to do.

At the annual convention of the Na- 


tional Education association in "Wash- 
ington, the Illiteracy commission report- 
ed that there are 4,931.905 acknowl- 
edged illiterates in the United States. 
Mrs. Cora "\V. Stewart, of Frankfort, 
Ey., chairman of the commission, thinks 
' that there are as many more illiterates. 


Half of those who are illiterates are 
ashamed to confess their delinquency. 
Taking the figures known and those esti- 
mated, we find that there are approxi- 
mately ten million men and women who 
cannot read and write, ten million with- 
out the simplest kind of mental training.

There are 
two leading reasons why every citizen 
should he competent, at least, to read and 
write. The first is that those who lack 
mental training do not enjoy the fullest 
opportunity for success and happiness. 
The second is that illiteracy is a detrac- 
tion to representative government. 
' Of the 5,000,000 acknowledged illit- 
erates more than 4,000,000 will vote in 
the presidential election nest November. 
Of these 4,000,000 about 3,000,000 
are. native-born. Now^ it need not be ar- 
gued or proved that these 4,000,000 pos- 
sessors of the franchise are ill-equipped 
to pass judgment on party platforms, or 
conscientious, in the light of training, 
knowledge and experience, in casting 
their ballots; they must take |he word of 
public speakers and precinct talkers, that 
is, they must follow the judgment or de- 
ceit of acquaintances who are able to con- 
vince ot influence them. 


Representative government's survival 


rests on the high average of intelligence 
of all citizens. As illiteracy is .dimin- 
ished, the average of intelligence is 
raised. Determined effort would dis- 
pense with virtually all of our illiteracy 
within a few years. 
States should en- 


gage in vigorous measures to wipe out 
illiteracy. Community opinion should as- 
sert itself everywhere in promoting edu- 
cation. -

A NEW TRUNK LINE 


Humors from "Wall Street credit the 


Van Swerigen interests of Cleveland, 
which are said to be closely allied with 
the Rockefellers, with having concluded 
purchases whereby they will obtain con-N 
trol of the Erie railroad. Linked with 
the Nickel Plate route and the Toledo, 
St. Louis and "Western, already con- 
trolled the Van Swerigens will have, with 
the Erie, a transcontinental trunk line 
between New York, Chicago and St. 
Louis, an 'Atlantic-Great Lakes-Missis- 
sippi river trunk: line. 


Formerly when a new transportation 


system was formed the public attitude 
was that powerful interests were in rival- 
ry to control" territory or the movement 
of 'certain commodities or ^freight, and 
that the competition would bring about 
reduction of rates. 
Nowadays, we do 


not call attention to the minimum rates 
obtainable, bul to competition in service 
and efficiency. 


• Formerly it was said that the strong 
transcontinental lines contended for the 
bulk of the traffic moving to and from 
the vast region west of the Great Lakes 
and the Mississippi and to and from.the 
'Atlantic seaboard and exports 'and im- 
ports. This competition still prevails, 
but in a limited degree, and principally 
for hauling foodstuffs, wool, cotton and 
basic raw materials. LMstanoe is narrow- 
ing steadily in the shipment of finished 
products, and where once there was a 
long-haul halfway across the continent 
there will be two equal short hauls, split- 
*ting practically midway between the At- 
lantic- and thfi Mississippi. 


There will be large traffic for the Van 


Swerigen lines in their congested terri- 
tory, as there is and will be for other 
trunk lines. Ports, gateways and indus- 
trial centers are the points at which 
freight concentrates. 


The tendency in transportation is to 


shorten the haul on manufacturers, which 
will devllop industry at centers near 
districts of consumption, and to facilitate 
the long haul on raw materials. 
This 


means that foodstuffs and industrial bas- 
es will have the lowest rates and that the / 
effect will be to extend the markets for 
products of farm, mine and forest. 


OIL FOB SQUEAKY BRONCHIAL TUBES 


Chronic bronchitis, whether associated with bron- 


chiectasls (dilated bronchi) or bronchorrhea (exces- 
sive flow of mucus from the bronchial tubes) or not, 
is not intractable to one or more of tho remedial 
measures we have recently discussed here In detail, 
the open air life at home (which Involves freedom 
from weatherphobla), removal „ to some climate 
where you dare to take the air every day. postural 
maneuvers, belly exercises, inhalations of creosote, 
bacterin (sometimes called bacterial vaccine) treat- 
ment, diet, medicine and special hygiene. 


The diet must be arranged by the physician to 


suit the individual requirements, since there is no 
diet or rule of diet which would be- appropriate for 
bronchitis indiscriminately or for chronic bronchitis. 


The medicine, too must b« prescribed according to 


the individual needs, since no medicine can be con- 
sidered good for chronic bronchltits or for the bron- 
chitlc subject regardless of tbe circumstances. 


There is one medicine however, which I tun going 


to recommend here because I am sure It can do 
no harm and in certain cases of chonlc bronchitis It 
will do much good. The medicine Is an old" stand- 
by, cod liver oil. The wise old doctor placed con- 
siderable faith in cod liver oil as a medicine In many 
chronic bronchitis cases, even when there was no 
suspicion or fear of consumption. Experience con- 
vinced them it was good medicine. Science now 
confirms that impression. Plain cod liver oil, the 
quality or grade which conforms to the pharma- 
copoeia standard and nobody's special brand. Is per- 
haps the richest substance known, in respect to vit- 
amin content, particularly the fat soluble vitamin A 
which is so important in nutrition. 
The research 


workers have found that when there Is a deficien- 
cy of this vitamin In the diet, whether through in- 
tentional experiment or ignorance In selecting food 
or actual deprivation, the Individual suffers 'in many 
ways from impaired nutrition and Is noticeably sus- 
ceptible to bronchitis. The normal source of this 
particular vitamin in our diet Is chiefly^ raw milk, 
butter, the greens and fresh vegetable*—the very 
things which are too often taken In insufficient 
quantity. 
Anyhow, the bronchltlo who Is of the 


spare or thin type may well take a nibble of ^ cod 
liver oil daily throughout the winter season, a tea- 
spoonful la a sufficient dose. This refers "to the 
plain, cod liver oil and not to any modification of 
cod liver oil. Perhaps the best time to take 
cod liver oil Is an hour or two after a meal. 


I scarcely know whether this is food or medicine, 


so let's say it is neither, but Just" something to stop 
the squeak In the bronchial tubes.

been struck centuries before Christ 
have been discovered.

We 
have In our own. country the example 
of the Indian wampum. , 


Wampum, as every child who ever 


played, Indian knows, consists merely 
of bits of shell which have no real 
value. The Indians early learned the 
convenience of small and readily port- 
able objects as a medium of exchange 
so'they adopted the Idea of . money 
—an Idea which had as much force 
with them as the Idea of gold has 
with civilized peoples. At their first 
contact with the white man the In- 
dian was found to regard wampum as 
of greater value than sold. In fact 
the Spanish conqutccadora found that 
the Indian gladly mined and gave up 
pounds of virgin gold In return for 
trinkets of little or no value. Up to 
relatively'recent times they regarded 
their wampum as having a value 
equal if not superior to the value of 
gold and silver. This emphasizes the 
fact that even gold money represents 
-no more than an Idea. 


BASED ON CONFIDENCE 


The idea of money is based'on con- 


fidence. The strongest law in the 
world probably Is the law that Insists 
that money has value. It also Is the 
most arbitrary and artificial law. The 
people of the world have all given 
their consent that 
gold and silver 


shall bo considered as having value in 
exchange for moro useful goods. That 
standard as to gold Is the same all 
over the world ami. in monetary par- 
lance is called the pold standard. 


An American gold dollar ^ contains 


precisely one dollar's worth of pure 
gold or 23.22 grains. This Is on In- 
variable 
standard 
for 
gold coin 


throughout the world. The British 
jsound sterling is worth $4.86. It 
therefore contains 112.8492 grains of 
gold. Because the standard remains 
the same, the difference In denomin- 
ation of gold money an over the 
•world makes no ,difference. The rela- 
tion one bears to another must be 
constant for all are gold and all are 
based on this same gold standard of 
fineness. 
, 


Only few countries do not employ 


the gold standard. India for instance 
using sliver. Most of the great in- 
dustrial and ^trading nations which 
have occasion* to do international bus- 
iness on a large scale, adhere to the 
'gold standard and measure values in 
accordance with JtT In other words, 
they" have all contented that gold 
shall have a definite, unvaried value. 
This enables them all to know where 
they stand. It shows the force of an 
idea. But the idea must be domesti- 
cated for each country. The gold coin 
of Denmark must have a Danish in- 
scription upon It and will not be read- 
ily received In Italy, although the 
gold weight and fineness are there. 
The sold coin of France will not pass 
readily In the Argentine. The people of 
every country want their own coinage
